SUBJECT: DE LA FE (PEREZ), Ramiro Zacarias 


1, Reference is made to my memorandum, dated 16 February 
1970, concerning the Subject. 

2, Informant has given further information concerning 
Ramiro Zacarias (Perez) De La Fe who is the titular head of the 
White Hand Movement which is dedicated to the liberation of 
Cuba. Informant's source is a Cuban whose English is "bad" 
and informant had difficulty understanding him. 


3. However, the information he received is as follows. Ap- 
parently two years ago, Ramiro and another group of Cubans booked 
passage aboard a ship manned by Japanese which was scheduled to 
go to Central America and then on to Havana. Once they were near 
Cuba they were to rendezvous with a smaller boat containing other 
members of the White Hand Movement. The group aboard the ship 


- would then join up with the men of the smaller boat and they would 
proceed with their landing in Cuba in the mountainous area, Upon 


arrival in the red area the ship was about six hours late and the 
smaller boat was not there, (Apparently it waited for sometime but 
for some reason was scared off and did not remain in the area. ) 
Nevertheless, Ramiro and his group who apparently had another 
boat aboard, disembarked rather than go on to Havana, To avoid 


any danger of communications between the ship and either the 


American Coast Guard or the Havana authorities, they destroyed 
the ship's radio communications system. Ata later date they were 
apprehended in Miami, Florida and Ramiro was given a three-year 
sentence, This sentence, however, was suspended on the basis that 


Ramiro would not participate in any other activity. Recently (with- 


in three or four months), Ramiro and his group again attempted to 


goto Cuba. They were picked up about forty miles from Cuba by a 
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British Patrol Boat. After being held incommunicado in Nassau 
for sometime, they were delivered to the authorities in Miami, 
Florida, Ramtro'’s sentence was revoked and he has been 
remanded to spend three years in jail. | 


4, The White Hand Movement has some big plans coming up 
and they are searching to find ways to get Ramiro out of jail. The 
organization is reportedly well armed with the exception of not 
having sufficient hand grenades which they are attempting to obtain. 
They appear to have some financing and are willing and able to pay 
for the munitions, 


5, Although this has no connection with the above information, 
the Cuban Brigade on 19 April 1970 at 2:00 p.m., will lay a wreath at 
_ the Tombd of the Unknown Soldier at Arlington National Cemetery. 
Informant has been invited to attend this ceremony.

1. At the direction of the Director of Security the under- 
signed met with Herman FE, Kimsey who had indicated by phone © 
that he had some highly sensitive information to relate. He in- 
dicated that this information could possibly be a source of great 





embarrassment to the Agency. 


2. Mr. Kimsey was picked up at the agreed on meeting 
place and furnished the following information: 


a. At the time that Goleniewski move to New 
York City, an Agency doctor recommended to him 
a physician in New York City. Subject contacted 
the physician and received medication for the treat- 
ment of his hemophilia. 


b. After taking the medicine for an unspecified 
period of time, Subject's health appeared to get worse 
instead of better. A friend of Goleniewski's, who was 
also known to Kimsey, (Kimsey said he could not iden- 
tify the friend at this time) suggested that Goleniewski 
go to his (the friend's) physician. Goleniewski did 
this roughly about nine months ago. 


c. Shortly after Goleniewski had visited the 
doctor, the friend received a call from the doctor who 
told him something as follows. The doctor said he 
would deny this to anyone else but, since he and the 
friend had known each other for 25 years, he felt that 
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he should tell the friend that the medicine Goleniewski 
was taking was actually a slow poison, and that if 
Goleniewski had continued on this medication he would 
be dead in 30 days. The physician gave him some 
other medicine, and Goleniewski's health improved 
rapidly. The friend asked the doctor if this was a 
poison because of some sort of allergy, and the doctor 
told him no, that it was not caused by any allergy, but 
that it was an actual poison. Now, whether the doctor 
or the friend told Goleniewski about this Kimsey did 
not know, but Kimsey felt that it was important that 

we know about this since it accounted for Goleniewski's 
sudden distrust of the people from the Agency with 
whom he had been dealing and his great reluctance to come 


to Washington. Kimsey said he did not know the doctors! |

d. Kimsey stated that if General Carter would 
agree to a meeting with Goleniewski, he felt that 
Goleniewski would come to Washington because he 
trusts General Carter.

SUBJECT: Telephone Call from Herman Kimsey 


1. On 20 January 1965 Mr. Herman Kimsey called asking 
for Mr. Osborn. At approximately 12:30 PM the Director of Security 
returned Mr. Kimsey'‘s call. Kimsey advised that Golienowski had 
received the letter sent by the Agency and was most desirous of having 
a discussion with Agency officials. He explained that Golienowski 
did not wish to talk to a case officer but wanted to discuss matters 
with a responsible official. He indicated that Golienowski would be 
available to receive a call from any responsible Agency official but 
if the Agency insisted that he, Golienowski, make the call, he wished 
to be given another telephone number. He explained that calls to the 
telephone number now in his possession had previously resulted in 
contacts with case officers and that he wished to deal ata higher level. 


2. The Director of Security advised Mr. Kimsey that this infor- 
mation would be passed on to proper authority since his Office was only 
acting as a channel in this matter. Mr, Kimsey indicated that he 
understood this, 


3. Mr. Kimsey then voluntarily added that he was sorry about 
the news stories since he had been mis~quoted even though he had 
repeated his statements twice. He indicated that he had informed the 
UP reporter that to the best of his personal knowledge, the Agency had 
satisfied itself that Golienowski was in fact Golienowski rather than as 
the newspapers had reported. He also urged that contact with Golienowski 
be arranged as soon as possible since "things are moving fast". He also 
mentioned that the head of the Hoh\enzollern household was in New York 
vaguely indicating that he was probably trying to get some money out 
of this thing. 


4. The Director of Security indicated that the message would 
be relayed to proper officials and the call was completed.

I, In response to requestfrom, following are the 
facts to the best of my recollection (I made some notés at the time, but

interview with Herman E. Kimsey, former Chief, TSD/GARB/A&R, that 


one Col. Michael Goleniewski, Polishdefector, might be related to 
‘‘Anastatia'. | 


2. At about 2330 hours, sometime in February or March 1964 
(specific date not recalled) Cleve Backster, directoror owner of the 
Academy for Scientific Interrogation,. New York, called me at my .home 
and attempted to engage me, ona private basis, as a handwriting expert 
or questioned document examiner to examine and compare some hand- 
writing specimens of a Chicago woman named Smith with the handwriting 
of ''Anastatia" in an attempt to prove that Smith was thetrue "Anastatia". 


3. Ihave never met Backster but have known of him for about 
10 -years, have read some of his articleson the operation of the polygraph, 
and did know that he is a long-time friend of Kimsey's. It is claimed, 
by Kimsey at least, that Backster set up the polygraph (lie detector) 
program for the Agency. 


4. Itold Backster during the conversation that it would be impossible 
for me to do any work for him on the matter of trying to prove that Mrs. 
Smith was the real 'Anastatia", citing heavy work load at the office or some 
Similar reason to placate him.

1, At the direction of the Director of Security the under- 
Signed met with Herman FE. Kimsey who had indicated by phone © 
nat he had some highly sensitive information to relate. He in- 


dicated that this information could possibly be a source of great 
embarrassment to the Agency. 


2, Mr. Kimsey was picked up at the agreed on meeting 
piace and furnished the following information: 


a. At the time that Goleniewski move to New 
York City, an Agency doctor recommended to him 
a physician in New York City. Subject contacted 
the physician and received medication for the treat~- 
ment of his hemophilia. 


b. After taking the medicine for an unspecified - 
period of time, Subject's health appeared to get worse 
instead of better. A friend of Goleniewski's, who was 
also known to Kimsey, (Kimsey said he could not iden- 
tify the friend at this time) suggested that Goleniewski 
go to his (the friend's) physician. Goleniewski did 
this roughly about nine months ago. 


c. Shortly after Goleniewski had visited the 
doctor, the friend received a call from the doctor who 
told him something as followa. The doctor said he 
would deny this to anyone elge but, since he and the 
friend had known each other for 25 years, he felt that

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he should-tell the friend that the medicine Goleniewski 

was taking was actually a slow poison, and that if 
Goleniewski had continued on this medication he would 

be dead in 30 days.

The friend asked the doctor if this was a 

poison because of some sort of allergy, and the doctor 
told him no, that it was not caused by any allergy, but 
that it was an actual poison.

e. Many other things were alluded to such as that 
Kimsey and Cleveland Baxter were not obtaining any 
money for this, and that Baxter's only interest was the 
protection of the polygraph. 


f. Goleniewski's father (the Czar) was poisoned 
‘in 1952 also. 


g. The U. S. Government was overlooking a 
great propaganda coup in not utilizing the information 
about the Reyal Family's deal with Lenin and their 
subsequent escape from Russia. 
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3. Kimsey was returned to the meeting place at 3:45 p.m., 
and I expressed appreciation for the information.

SUBJECT: KIMSEY, Herman Edward - #71129 


1. On 28 May Subject telephoned the wiftter to pass on the 
following information: 


(a) Kimsey had spoken with Yenser on the previous evening, 
had learned of the "shake up" in the Security Office of 
NSA and of the fact that Yenser believed that he had been 
considered for a higher position in that organization. 


(b) Yenser informed Kinsey that, when his file was reviewed, 
the charges made by the anonymous correspondent were still 
on top of the file with no indication that the case had 

been resolved favorably to either Kimsey or Yenser. 

Yenser was of the opinion that some sort of memorandum 
should have been written to NSA by CIA when the case had 
Closed as it was his understanding CIA had conducted 
virtually all of the investigation in the case. 


(c) Kimsey expressed his opinion that there should have 
been some sort of formal closing action. 


2. The writer informed him that NSA had been advised on the. 
results of the investigation, and in general terms, the scope and 
depth of our inquiry. Further, that he would check into the matter 
and would either arrange for a letter to be written to NSA or to 
contact that agency to be certain the case was closed insofar as 
matters of "joint" interest to CIA - NSA were concerned.

3. The writer discussed this situation with Chief, Personnel 
Security Division and pointed out to him that he distinctly 
remembered having called Jerry Brastow, the Security Officer of 
NSA assigned to the Kimsey-Yenser matter and having informed him 
of the "favorable" closing of our case. The writer does not 
recommend we send a letter to NSA as to do so would imply we were 
"Clearing" an employee of another agency. Mr. Osborne agreed and 
suggested the writer re-telephone Brastow, point out the recent 
developments in this case and call the NSA's officer attention to 
the fact that Mr. Yenser seemed concerned about this matter. 


4, The writer talked with Jerry Brastow, on 31 ay, passed 
on the information referred to above and was informed by the NSA 








Security Officer that their records did, in fact, contain a notation 

to the effect that we had closed our case. Brastow stated NSA Security 
had kept a separate, restricted file on this matter which was not 
available to Yenser and which was separate and apart from whatever 

file Yenser may have seen or have been told about in the recent past. 
Brastow said he saw no need for any formal notification being made 

to NSA regarding our case but would check into this further with his 
Chief and would advise the writer if such a letter was desired. The 
writer has retained the file in this case since 31 May without further 
contact from Brastow and assumes no letter will be required. 


5. EAB action is closed.

1. Concerning advice given you on 4 October, the following 


represents what Jerry Brastow of NSA told the writer concerning 
YENSER's reaction to the anonymous letter implying he and KIMSEY 
were going to defect: 


YENSER was tremendously upset and "real mad" that anyone 
would have sent a letter implying he intended to defect. In 
addition to providing NSA with a statement denying the "charge" 
and a memorandum concerning his thoughts as to who might be 
responsible for the letter, YENSER indicated to NSA Security 
that he intended to send an "open letter" to all members of 
the American Walking Horse Association advising them of the 
serious and unfounded charges. He intended to take this action 
in order to "smoke out" the perpetrator. Brastow stated he was 
able to convince YENSER the timeliness of such a letter was ill 
advised, as it might well interfere with any action the Govern- 
ment might take to investigate the letter and its sender. YENSER 
is said to have agreed he would hold off, but Brastow is of the 
opinion YENSER will eventually send out such a letter or at the 
very least will follow through on his stated intention to offer 
$500 reward for information leading to the identification of 
whomever might have written the letter. 


YENSER agreed not to send out his letter until he was speci- 
fically advised that the Government had completed its inquiries 
into the matter. » 


2. The writer informed Mr. Brastow that, in his opinion, neither 


YENSER or KIMSEY should be told specifically what our investigation 
might uncover in the case--either while the investigation was going 
on or upon its completion. Further, that CIA did not look favorably 
upon the exposure of the situation by any such letter from YENSER.

He advised the writer he will 
be away for a week and I informed him I would be on active duty 
with the U.S) Army at Fort Holabird, Baltimore, Maryland, for the 
next two weeks. It was agreed matters could proceed quietly in . 
the interim period and that I would contact BRASTOW upon my return 
to duty. 


3. KIMSEY telephoned that he thought he might be able to 
obtain a prescription from the drug store near Broadway, Virginia, 
where he believes C. C. TURNER's daughter has worked in the past. 
He said he seemed to recall prescriptions obtained from this drug 
store were prepared in very small type. The writer recommended 
KIMSEY not make any special effort to do this, but if some oppor-

SUBJECT: KIMSEY, H Edward - #71129 : a TSTORICAL REVIEW OROGREM 


1. This memorandum brings up to date actions taken and 
circumstances arising in this casé. 


2. On 30 September KIMSEY advised he had received a call 
from YENSER to the effect NSA has an original of one of the 
anonymous letters. Further, YENSER stated NSA expected the 
writer to come over there to Ft. Meade for consultations on 
that date. (No such plans hate been made by the writer.) 


3. KIMSEY and YENSER now think C. C. TURNER could be 
the person responsible for the letters jnasmuch as a reading 
indicated the letter is a one-line statement, somewhat in the 
style C. C. TURNER is known to speak and writer. KIMSEY expressed 
great desire to collect exemplars of HOLMES’ and TURNER's and 
offered the services of his office to compare these with the 
original if it can be obtained for this Agency to study. 


he The writer advised the Deputy Director of Security of 
the developments in this case to date and was informed Mr. Banner-= 
man would be in contact with NSA to obtain a release of the original 
to us. At :00 p.m. on 30 September, Gerry Brastow called to advise 
he had been instructed to turn over the original anonymous letter 
to the writer. He stated NSA agrees we should have the FBI to do 
the necessary analysis in comparison with whatever exemplars we 
are able to obtain. Once again Brastow emphasized his office is 
to assist this Agency and we are to run the investigation. He 
commented that NSA has the fullest confidence in YENSER, he writer 
once more requested Brastow instruct YENSER to coordinate closely 
with KIMSEY on the collection of exemplars of the writings of all 
persons they might suspect as responsible for the anonymous letters. 


5. KIMSEY again phoned to say that the more he thought on the 
case, the more convinced he was it was possible C. C. TURNER might 
have written the letters. He had recalled C. C. TURNER has a business 
partner in Belfast, Tennessee, a breeder of Tennessee Walking Horses 
named S. W. BEECH, Jr., who was probably attending a State Fair at 
Nashville, Tennessee, during the period of the mailing of the letters. 
He was of the opinion that possibly BEECH would have mailed something 
for C. C. TURNER,without question. 


6 KIMSEY also raised the possibility that C. C. TURNER's 
daughter might be involved in this situation and said he wanted to 
speak with the writer concerning this. He promised he would bring 
exemplars of all suspects to the writer on Monday, 3 October. On 
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3 October, KIMSEY called at the writer's office and, upon request, 
signed a "release paper" to be delivered to Dr. Sheridan should it 

be decided an interview with the psychiatrist was in order. KIMSEY 
identified C. C. TURNER's daughter as Eva Nell TURNER, 20 to 22 years 
of age, said she was somewhat neurotic and a person who cannot stand 
controversy. ©. C. TURNER and his daughter are very, very close, and 
she usually springs to his defense to the point that KIMSEY believes 
she might be motivated to "get rid of" people who might be against 

her father. He could recall no specific incident@ which would lead 
him to believe that he, KIMSEY, would be the object of any action on 
the part of TURNER's daughter, nor would he admit to any serious or 
non-serious controversy between the two persons. He thought it possi- 
ble that.as one of the leading breeders of Tennessee Walking Horses, 

C. CG. TURNER might resent the fact that the Tennessee Walking Horse 
Association, as an outside organization, might be attempting to monitor 
the training methods of the breeders! association. Other than this 
observation, KIMSEY could furnish no reasons why either C. C. TURNER 
or his daughter would have been incensed against him. On the contrary, 
he stated he had left horses in TURNER's care and had always felt freed 
to drop-in on the breeder at his home when he was in the area. (The 
upshot of this discussion of C. C. TURNER and his daughter led KIMSEY 
to de-emphasize his concern that these persons might be the author or 
authors of the anonymous letters. He appeared to believe that perhaps 
he was being too precipitémé in his judgement and stated the whole 
thing had him upset to the point where he was thinking and thinking 

of who might have done this thing.) 


7. KIMSEY fully agreed -- in fact, this was his primary position-- 
that the author of the anonymous letters had to be someone who could tie 
KIMSEY and YENSER together in some activity. After a "shakedown" and a 
review of all comments made by KIMSEY and by YENSER to date, it appeared 
the only present-day point of contact between the two persons of any 
consequence, is their activity in the Tennessee Walking Horse Association. 


8. The exemplars furnished by KIMSEY were reviewed with him and 
arrangements made with Sam Papich for the delivery of them and analysis 
by the FBI. : 


9. On 3 October the writer conferred with Brastow at NSA, Ft. Meade, 


Maryland, picked up the original anonymous letter, and obtained the exemplars 


provided by YENSER. Brastow also presented copies of statements made by 
YENSER concerning the situation, one of which was made specifically for 
Se Wesley REYNOLDS, Director of Security, NSA. In these were provided, 
a sheet each, -ef information concerning George HOLMES and C. C. TURNER. 


10. On October the writer delivered the original anonymous letter 
and its envelope and selected exemplars to Sam Papich at the FBI with a 
request for laboratory action. On the same date, initial reports were 
received from CFO concerning HCLMES. These reports were used as the basis 
for future investigative action.

- 11. On 5 October Sam Papich informally advised the writer 
that the laboratory analysis of the exemplars and the anonymous 
letter had revealed "no positive hits" and that a formal report 
could be expected by 6 October. (Attached is a carbon copy of the 
list of exemplars provided by Papich.)

STATEMENT 


On Friday, 23 September 1960, at about 3:30 p.m., I received a 
request from the Director of Security, National Security Agency, 
Mr. & Wesley Reynolds, to come to his office. 


I proceeded to his office and Mr. Reynolds asked me a direct 
question, “Karl, are you about to defect from the United States?” 
I interpreted the question as a jest and laughed. Mr. Reynolds said, 
"I am not being facetious, I vant a direct answer." My reply was, 
“Bince you have asked, the answer is 'no'. If it was anybody else, 
I would punch them on the nose." 


Mr. Reynolds then proceeded to tell me that an anonymous letter 
had been received from Tennessee indicating that Mr. Herman E. Kimsey 
end myself were about to defect from the United States. 


I was shocked by this statement, but upon reflecting won it, I 
believe I can deduce the circumstances which may have brought it about. 
I am the President of the American Walking Horse Association. Mr. Kimsey 
is Chairman of the Board of Directors. The Association is concerned 
with the breeding, showing and promotion of the Tennessee Walking Horse. 


For the past several years, inhumane and abusive practices have 
been used by some trainers and exhibitors of Tennessee Walking Horses. 
Mr. Kimsey and myself, along with other offices and members of the 
American Walking Horse Association, have beer working to abolish 
these practices. 


In January of this year, we enlisted the aid of the Humane Society 
of the United States in Washington, D. C., to assist us in abolishing 
these inhumane practices. As a result of thia effort, Miss Alice Higgins 
of Sports Dllustrated and Mr. George Coleman of the New York Telegram 
elso wrote articles condemning these abuses of the Tennessee Walking 
Horse. 


he Tennessee Walking Horse Breeders Association and the American 

Horse Bhows Association also joined in the effort. As a result, @ group 
of trainers and exhibitors of Tennessee Walking Horses violently opposed 
our e 8, claiming that these practices were exaggerated. 

ts 23 April 1960, the Humane Society of the United States, with 

assistance from members of the American Walking Horse Association, 
arrested Mr. Wade Stepp, trainer, and a Mr. Hauser, owner, at the 
Lynchburg, Virginia Horse Show for exhibiting a “sore horse.” To date 
this has resulted in court trials and fines being meted out to both 


men. Mr. Stepp has bad his Judge's license revoked and Mr. Hauser has 
been barred from showing Tennessee Walking Horses.

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This incident and continued pressure by Mr. Kimsey and myself 
and others have resulted in our being praised by many, but vilified 
by a few. 


I have tried to deduce who might have committed such e despicable 
act. These names keep coming to the fore. The first individual is 
Mr. C. C. Turner of Broadway, Virginia. Formerly « friend, within the 
pest two years 8 series of events have shown Mr. Turner to be extremely 
jealous of the position and favorable publicity I have received 4s a 
result of my efforts to end mistreatment of Walking Horses. He has a 
history of mental illness and I believe he would be vicious enough to 
make such an allegation. The second individual is Mr. George Holmes 
of Route 5, Chardon, Ohio. Mr. Holmes was formerly Publicity Director 
of the American Walking Horse Association. I removed him from office 
last December because he had aligned himself with those who claimed 
that Walking Horses were not being mistreated and that “the means 
justified the end.” Since that time, Mr. Holmes has attempted to 
discredit me through articles and letters he has written to show 
committees who have invited me to serve as a judge. 


I realize that I am making a serious allegation against these 
men, but I will never be satisfied until the sender of the anonymous 
letter concerning Mr. Kimsey and myself ia uncovered. 


I @m & loyal American and I resent with every fiber of my body 
the vicious, unfounded allegation which has been made against ms,
